The conquered have in their lurn become 
the conquerors — the slaves have become the masters — the harp 
Jiung on the drooping willows has lost its moaning sound, and 
in the renovated hand of its possessor has poured out the mar- 
tial song of the triunq-)hing trumpet. What sight more deeply 
afioclingto the sympathies of humanity could have been wit- 
nessed than those spectacles of earth's deepest sorrow so often 
seen in the luxuriani vales of Palestine, when God had given 
up his chosen people into the hands of their enemies ? The 
sacked and smoking streets of the dear .lerusalem — oh, 
could they remnin there ! would atlbrd the miserable some me- 
mentoes of former happiness. The eye red with weepinc; 
might r»:st on some of the mighty stones ol' the f 
on some loiielv monument cr(.)wned wiili a name 
strong and innnorial in death. Hut no! — away

They are so full of bcne\-oience 
and the hallowed impulses of llenven's ouu nicrcv, that, one 
might, with the oi-o|)rieiy of truth, compare its radiant influ- 
ences to a rainljovv, insufrerahly bi'liiht, spamiing the sombre 
clouds of human wrong, that ha\-e aecmnulated on the horizon, 
of our country's prospci'ity, and beating back, with calm and 
heavenly power, the blackening stoj-m that alwiiys threatens, in 
growling tlnmders, a heavy retribudon. 

" One of the earliest acts of the Society was to des[)a{ch a 
competent agent to Africa, to explore its coasts and the conn- 
tries bordering upon them, and lo select, a suitiible spot for the 
establishment of the contemplated colony. 'J.'hc Society was 
eminendy fortunate in the choice of its agent, as it has been, 
generally, in those whom it suhsofjuenLly enga.ged in its service. 
A selection was finally made of a ]M'oi)er district, of coimtry, a 
purchase was effected of it h'om the naliv'c authorities, to which 
additions have l^een jnade, as die irrowii^ii; \\-;ims of the coioin-, 
actual or anticipated, re(|nire{L The country so ac(|U!re(l, em- 
braces large tracts of fertile land, capnbde of yielding all iJie 
rich and varied products of the tropics, possesses ii;r(.'at comnun- 
cial advanttiges, with an extent of v^ea-coast h-oni 150 to 200 
miles, and enjoys a salubrious clirnate, \v<?li adapted to the Af- 
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rican consiiiulion, mul iiol so futal to llie whites, as many sick- 
ly pans of the Uniicil Siaics." 

Wiihiii lhai (h<!rict of c'.)urilr\-, iho society founded ils colo- 
ny, ui)dor tho (kiuoniinalion of Lihoria, .estahlished towns, laid 
ofr plaiUaiions for llio roh^nisis, ainl rrocted niiulaiy works for 
their duil'iicc. Aiiriiiail)-, and as ofieii as the jxjcuiiiriry cir- 
cunisi.aiiccs of ihc Socioiy would a.{}!iii(, vessels froui the ])orts 
of the UiiiLed Slates liave been sent to Liberia, laden with emi- 
grants, and with utensils, provisioiis, and other ohjecis, for their 
condbrl. .No dillicuhy has been expeu-ieiieed in obtaining as 
many colonists as the means of the Society were conipetenl to 
transport. They lia.\'e bi't-n Ibinu!, indeed, altOLiiuther inade- 
duate to accoinniotiale all who woi-e wiilini; and anxious to <ro." 

■'The colony contains, at this time, about sixleen hun.dri'd in- 
habitants, emigrants fi-oni the Uiuled States; the colonists, be- 
came accliinaicd and healthy — have erected comibi'table houses 
for themselves and fimilics, and ncecssaiw pu.i.'uc ediiic(\'^, ami 
are piu'suing diligenii}' and lin'ii'iilv i heii' pr!\'aie ^'ocatioiis, culti- 
vating fuans, fbllowiisg nu^chanical tradrs, or'cn^raging in (^om~ 
juerctj wiih thr; uaii\cs oi" the inlurior and ;doii;c ihi; coa.st.

lent. The Society is worthy of all praise, as it eml>ibdies near- 
ly all the energetic feeling that^xisis in our iiaiioii on:ithe sub- 
ject of slavery. But th^'ffcrculcaii task is inij)osc(li;on the 
wrona: shoulders. Takem iVom those of spolllal^collsl|ben^}VO•^^ 
lence and philanthropy, aiul place it on those of power and' na- 
tional resources, and the feeble wrestlings of an inl'ant with the 
monster slavery, would give place to the secure and eOeclual 
operations of full-grown manhood. It may be assumed as an 
undeniable position that'^hc eN:})enditures of ransoming and es- 
tablishing the two millions of our slave population on their na- 
tive conlinent would be^i^less than the expenditures of a war that 
sliould have for its object the extermination of two millions of 
human beings. Jl costs less to save than to destroy. 

Chkistian AiMKiucA i J )nust reluctantly, close my plea in 
behalf oC enshived millions, by charging home upon the Cap- 
itol wlicre the emblematic eagle spreads his broadest, boldest 
wing — upon every legislative hall in the slave-holding states 
— upon magistrate aiu.l people — upon army and navy — upon 
plain, mountain and river, the dccj) and as yet irreversible stain 
of slavery.
